Claims 1-10 are pending in this application. Claims and have been amended 

in various particulars as indicated hereinabove. New Claims and have been added to 
alternatively define Applicant's invention. 

Claims 1-10 are pending in the application. Claims 1-10 are rejected. 

Claims 1-10 are objected to because of informalities. Claims 1, 3, 7 and 9 have 
been rewritten to overcome these limitations. 

Claims 1-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. This rejection is 
*** - respectfully traversed for the following reasons. The word 'Varying" has been deleted. 

Support for this claims element as currently amended can be found in paragraph [0024] : 
"Images 50 are, as a rule, constructed from a two-dimensional matrix of serially arranged 
image points 54. Higher-dimensional images can also be acquired by way of an action 
appropriately coordinated by the control computer." Paragraph [0025] comprises a 
description of construction a ttree-dimensional image. Paragraph [0025] also described 
that the constructed images can be higher that three dimensional (for example, four 
dimensional) depending on the measurement method selected. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully asks that ihe rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph be withdrawn. 

Claims 1-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Claims 1 and 
7 has been amended to clarify the subject matter claimed. The relevant claims element 
means that the recorded image "can be two-dimensional, three-dimensional, four- 
dimensional, etc. depending on the measurement method selected." Paragraph [0025], 
first sentence. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph be withdrawn. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Luck et al., US 
5,257,1 82 in view of Murakami et al., US 4,639,604. Applicant traverses the rejection 
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and reserves the right to submit an argument/amendment in support of patentability 
these Claims in a supplemental response after filing of the Requests for Continuing 
Examination together with the present amendment and response.
